Sen. Collins, of DeKalb, came 


into the local pictuie because the 
municipalities committee approved 
Senate Bill 115 providing for the 
5300 minimum wage for policemen. 
Collins was chauman of that com- 
mittee. 


For the record, although Sen- 


ate Bill 115 was approved by Col- 
lins' committee, Senator Trager, 
sponsor of the bill had the bill 
stricken from the ^senate calen- 
dar on June 19. 
Another bill, House Bill 174, con- 


taining much of the same provi- 
sions of SB 115, was passed by the 
house on May 19 and, when it 
reached the senate, was directed to 
the committee on efficiency and 
economy which recommended its 
passage. On June* 2 it-was called 
for passage and-was passed^lnto 
law by the senate by a vote of 28-12 
with Sen. Collins voting in the 
negative. 


Another senate bill, No. 151, 


containing a higher minimum 
salary for firemen was reported ' 
fa\orably out of the senate's 
municipalities c o m m i t t e e on 
April 23. However, when the bill 
was approved on June 24, 27-14, 
Sen. Collins again voted in the 
negative.

Typhoon

TAIPEH, Formosa — -Wl — A 


wild typhoon ripped across the 
China mainland today after side- 
slipping the big American base at 
Okinawa and the Chinese Nation- 
alist island of Formosa. 


The big storm which changed 


course and did not hit Okinawa or 
Formosa 
with 
its 
full 
force, 


struck the China coast about 150 
miles south of Shanghai. 


The typhoon, one of the might- 


iest ever recorded in the Pacific, 
was churning northwestward. 


Okinawa escaped 
with minor 


damage, mostly to power lines, but 
Northern Formosa was lashed with 
heavy rams and winds up to 69 
miles an hour 


A record 12 inches of rain fell 


on Formosa's capital, Taipeh, in 
12 hours. 


Hundreds of flimsy nverbank 


houses collapsed. Several Chinese 
were reported drowned.

munists. 


Identified In Coll 


Phillips identified Rothschild as 


one of 25 or 30 pel sons who at- 
tended a pnvatt home meeting in 
1938 to organize a communist cell 
in" the government printing office. 


Later, Phillips said, Rothschild 


and a Fred Sillei.s appicached him 
on the street and asked him in a 
'threatening and belligerent" at- 
titude whether he was for or 
against their efforts to organize 
such a cell. 


Phillips said he thought it over 


and gave them their answer by 
going before the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, then 
headed by Rep. Dies (D-Tcx), and 
testifying about the whole affair. 


Phillips also testified he once 


saw another fellow worker. Bertha 
Lomax, tiy to leave the govein- 
menl printing office with secret 
material in her pocket.

• "True to" their word, the Navy 
pulled into port at 11:30 a.m. July 
CP. . . . Incidentally, the scars of 
the war weie still visible in the 
form of shell craters and holes In 
the cliffs.

"Immediately upon armal, the 


Jjands began to play, the troops 
debarked, and the cargo was un- 
loaded. I had never figured that 
autos were part of the load, but 
nearly SO were put ashore, along 
with numerous other items. With 
nearly 1.300 troops, several civilian 
'dependents, the ship's crew, sup- 
plies of food. etc.. you may get 
fome idea of the size of the" ship. 
One day in port and we weie 
.again out to sea, our destination 
A'okahama. The calm Pacific now 
turned into turbulent water. 
We 


"were warned of a possible typhoon 
with \vind velocity forecast at 13; 
jn.p.h. . . . With tho first bieak o; 
dawn, the restless sea had sub 
Sided and we were in the harbor 
of Yokahama. 
• "From the boat we boarded a 
iram bound for Fuchu. . . . The 
trip to Fuchu was 27 miles anc 
took four hours. The time did not 
seem too long, for 1 enthusiastically 
viewed my urst encounter with ori- 
ental life. 
The older people ap- 


peared indifferent to our presence 
but the younger set waved eagerly. 
'All of us tried to convey our feel- 
ing of friendship verbally. 
k "We reached Fuchu about 5 a.m. 
"August 1. ... 
We departed next 


day by train to Tokyo. 


Curious Looks 


"At the station, we waited with 


numerous other people for the 
train. They glanced at us curiously 
and we did likewise. The language 
."barrier was too much of an ob- 
etacle to express any ideas. On 
the train, I received by first school-1 


ing in the Japanese language from 
a porter. Ha could speak a little 
English. 
A tech sprgeant, who 


was traveling with us and had been 
a prisoner in Japan for 2> z years, 
acted as intTpictor foi us when 


encounteied difficulties. . . ." 
We arrived at Furamaki, the 


station nearest th«- base, at 8:30 
a.m. August 3. Soon trucks and 
busses came to transpoit us to the 
base. We drove through the main 
thoroughfaie. about 20 feet wide. 
This road had to accommodate two 
lane tiaffir and pedestrians. You 
could reach out and touch the 
houses and busincs* establishments 
fiom the bus. I do not believe the 
•;tat«» of the^e impoverished people 
is voluntaiy. but I rould soe no 
Mgns of a decent living. 
A few 


people v.*r+ dro^R"! in prp«»ntflbl«* 
attire, but mo.st were in virtual 
rag*. 


"We finally arrived at our pre- 


sent station, Misnwa Air Foice 
Base. It is about 500 miles north 
of Tokyo and only a short distance 
from the northern tip of Japan. We. 
have an outfit in our detachment 
that is a few miles north of us. On 
a clear day, it is reported that 
Russian soil is visible."

Winters said skeletons of three 


adults, one adolescent and two

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foot bluff, and sent to Springfield, 
il.. for examination. 
The find was made in an excava- 


tion 25*i feet deep. 


Rarest finds at the site near the 


Mississippi River were small bits 
of stone used as balance in throw- 
ing spears. 


The excavation was sponsored 


jointly by the University of Chicago 
department of anthropology, the 
Wenner-Gren Foundation, tlie nil- 
nois State Museum and the Illinois 
State Museum Societv.

These are some of the things I 'saw and experienced in ihe long 


months of captivity. 


One of the things I have learned at my present age. .18. is thai a 


man can endure almost anything. 


It was on the road between Koto and Hagaru, on the coldest night 


of my memory that I was captured. 


The Reds trapped us Nov. 29, 1050, and we were taken prisoner 


next day, Nov. 30. The date is not imporlant. It was a long time be 
fore any of us remembered it. 


I was riding In a Jeep with Maj. John J. McLaughlJn of Savannah. 


Ga., and Lt. Frank Cold of Tampa, Fla., when the Reds ambushed us 
on a narrow road. 


We were pinned down all night behind a railroad cmbankmentWich' 


offered scanty cover. Fifty or 60 men were killed and about the same 
number wounded. The guns froze and the ammunition ran low. 


I thought to myself. "Well, this is It.' 
Three young fellows were crying:, whether from fright or fatigue I 


do not know. I do know that when that drend order came-meaning 
hand-to-hand fightine-they immediately qint crying It seems to .steel 
them, and they quietly fixed bayonets.

A Chinese called out in English, asking us to surrender. 
Maj. Mclaughlin asked the men whnt they wanted to do. 
"I am willing to stand here and die if you want." he said "Yon 


are not going to live forever. There is no ammunition and no help 
coming.

The men took about five minutes to talk it over. They voted to mir- 


render if the Chinese would promise to leave the wounded to be nicked 
up by Americans later. The Chinese agreed. They were 
veterans and so far as I could determine, they kept their

The wounded man was an inoffensive, wandering craftsman of a 


typo now familiar all over the country as workers follow the construc- 
tion program of the government departments. After he recovered the 
Clark county A. F. of L. racketeers, including Durkin's local subordi- 
nates, ran the poor fellow out-of Nevada and even pursued him to 
Alaska, where he tried to hide from their persecution. Driven from 
Alaska, by other A. F. of L. unions, he found his way back to his 
home in Oklahoma.

man by the name of Malthus 
predicted that with the increase in 
population then occurring it would 
not be long until the number of 
people on the face of the globe 
had been so increa&cd that the 
products of the land would not 
feed them. 


During that short space of time 


the population of the world has 
been multiplied more than four 
times, and it is piobable that no 
more people are starving today 
than did so in Malthus' time. The 
reason for this is that the earth 
has been made more productive. 


New areas have been explored 


and opened up to cultivation, and 


the yield oi food/substances per 
acre of land has been enormously 
increased by a multitude of meth- 
ods, including fertilization, irriga- 
tion, new tools, better seeds and the 
like. 


Malthus has not been alone in 


his pessimistic predictions. Twen- 
ty-odd'years ago. when the United 
States was in the great depression, 
the birth rate fell off and stayed 
that way for several years. The ex- 
perts then stai ted to figure" that 
the United States was going to 
reach its peak population in a few 
years, and that before long not 
enough babies would be born to 
replace the old folks who passed 
away. This was the exact reverse 
of Malthus' worry.

Can Tomatoes 
'By Cold Pack 


Home-canned tomatoes process- 


ed by the cold-pack method aie 
superior in all ways to the hot-pack 
ones, according to research by the 
United States Department of Agn- 


• culture. 


Frances Cook, foods specialist, 


University of Illinois college of 
agriculture, points out that the 
flavor, texture, color and fra- 
grance are better in cold-pack to- 
matoes than in hot-pack. Also, the 
cold-pack method is easier and 
quicker to use. 


Here are the directions: Wash 


good-quality tomatoes and peel 
them as you would for any can- 
ning. Just plunge them into boil- 
ing water for half a minute; then 
dip them in" cold water for a few 
seconds before you peel. In peel- 
ing, be sure to cut away all of the 
core at the stem end, as it may 
cause spoilage if you don't. Pre- 
pare only enough tomatoes for one 
canner load at a time. 


Pack the raw, cold tomatoes in- 


to sterile jars. Press them down 
gently into the jar to fill the 
•paces. Leave one-half inch of 
head space, and add a teaspoon 
cf salt to quart jars and one-half 
teaspoon to pints. Process quart 
Jars in a boiling water bath for 45 
Jninutea and pint jars 35 minutes. 
An inch or two of water should 
cover the jars. Count processing 
time from the minute the water 
Starts to boil.

Special Care 
On Tile Floors 


Tile floors take to gentle treat- 


ment. Shampoo rather than sctub 
them, says Dorothy Iwig, home 
fuimshmg specialist, University of 
Illinois college of agriculture. Use 
a small amount of water, and dry 
the floor as fast as it is washed. 
A mild detergent or a cleaner 
lecommended by the tile manufac- 
turer is best. Never use gasoline, 
benzine, naphtha, turpentine or or- 
ganic solvents. They sometimes 
soften the suiface and may cause, 
permanent decelerations. 


Because of the composition of 


asphalt, 
lubber and 
cork 
tile 


floors, 
vigorous 
and 
abrasive 


sciubbing is not desirable. 


Use a water-emulsion or self- 


polishing type of wax if you want 
to wax your tile floor. Don't use 
waxes that contain oil, grease or 
solvents, such as naphtha or tur- 
pentine. 


New asphalt tile floors should 


not be washed for at least txvo 
weeks after they aie installed. 
Rubber and cork tile floors should 
not be washed for four or five 
days. This is to allow the adhesive 
used in laying the floor to set thor- 
ough ly. 


For daily care, a soft-bristled 


push broom or a clean dry mop is 
best. Never use oil mops, as they 
leave an oily film that catches dirt 
and dust.

Rhee Expects U. S. Will 
Fight If Talks Failure 


WASHINGTON «P> — President 


Syngman Rhee of South Korea said 
today he believes that if the Ko- 
ican peace talks fail "the United 
States will tcsume the fight to 
accomplish the common objective" 
of unifying his embattled country. 


His statement, made in a "copy- 


righted interview with the maga- 
zine U. S. News and World Repoit, 
came in the wake of one by Walter 
S. Robertson that the United States 
has not mapped out a specific 
couise of action if it is necessary 
for the Americans to walk out of 
the peace talks. 


J'ersuadpd Khce 


Robertson is the assistant secie- 


tary of state who, as personal 
icpicsentative of President Eisen- 
hower, persuaded Rhee not to oo- 
Miuct tne liven. He agieed that 
Jus government will quit the peace 
talks in 90 days if it appears that 
the Reds are not negotiating in 
good faith. 


Robertson, in a NBC television 


nterview Sunday, said the United 
States has not agreed with Rhee 
-o help him in resuming battle un- 
ess the Communists break the 
peace first.
